The receipt for the excess fare is a 
gide issue in comparison with the ques- 
tion of whether the public is going to 
get a 6 cent fare, and if so, when? 

The injunction against the nickel 
fare is scheduled for argument on Its 
merits Dec. 2. Attorney General 
Brundage indicated definitely yester- 
day that he will not permit the city 
administration to shift to him any 
blame for the outcome of the contro- 
versy. Mr. Brundage, who is the legal 
attorney for the Illinois Commerce 
‘commission, said that he favors a fare 
reduction and personally believes it is 
practicable to reduce fares on both the 
surface and elevated lines.

“Reduce the gas rate from $1.15 to 
90 cents per 1,000 feet” is the advice 
and argument presented to the Illinois 
commerce commission yesterday by 
Donald R. Richberg, special gas attor- 
ney for the cif¥. 

“The (gas) company,” reads his sug- 
gestion to the commisgion, ‘“‘ has padded 
its recent statements of operating costs 
from the holder to the eae in s0 
flAagrant a manner that they are not 
statements ,of operating costs at all, 
but an illegitimate, dishonest mixture 
of operating costs and capital charges 
presenting a set of accounts which are 
palpably false and must be regarded 
as intentionally misleading.” 


Cfarges Reckless Waste. 


In another part of his statement he 
makes equally serious accusations 
against the company. Some of these 
are “reckless waste of capital re- 
sources, inefficient operation,” and 
“reckless financiering in the *acquisi-. 
tion of-properties.” He cites evidence 
before the commission which he says 
shows the Peoples Gas Light and Coke 
company paid Oct. 31, 1919, $9,897,000 
for the Qgden Gas c@mpany properties | 
and has contracted to makt additional 
payments before March 4, 1945, of more 
than $15,000,000. He says this property 
at the time of acquisition was worth 
less than $2,000,000. 


Decrease in Cost Shown. 


Mr. Richberg’ says the company's 
reports show a heavy decline in the 
cost of.gas in the Holder. He says 
thag@these reports show that the un- 
weighted monthly qverage cost of gas 
in the holder during August, Septem- 
ber, and October of 1920 was $0.6578, 
while for the same months this year 
the cost was only $0.4467, & decline of 
more than 21 cents per 1,600 feet.

PUBLICITY AT THE 
CONFERENCE. 


Mr. Wilson has consented to receive Mr. Balfour.

We truet Mr. Balfour is autobiographical. If so 
posterity will have an interesting account of the 
visit of Thursday. Between two philosophers 
there must have been some memorable comment 
en the irony of human events and the perversities 
of mankind. 


We hope Mr. Wilson was emphatic on one polit, 
that is, the unhappy sequel to the early collapse 
of that one of the 14 points which declared for 
open covenants openly arrived at. Perhaps it was 
the abandonment of this child of Mr. Wilson's 
purpose that was responsible for the fate of the 
whole. We were never among those who think 
‘negotiations between nations should be carried 
on in a hall to which any crank or demagogue or 
mischief maker may find admission. The ‘first 
stages of negotiation, the feints and parries, the 
inevitable tactics of experiment and of compro- 
mise, must take place in private. If privacy could 
not be assured at this stage, negotiation could not 
even begin. 

But publicity is the most formidable weapon of 
the honest negotiator. There came crises at Paris 
when if it had been fearlessly resorted to benefi- 
cent results would almost certainly have fol- 
lowed. This was when the parties had worked out | 


Another most striking use of publicity was the 
masterful opening of the conference with the 
Hughes plan. With one powerful gesture it put 
the conference on the firm footing of realities. It 
saved it from early disintegration in a wash ed 
rhetoric and diplomatic finesse. 

But now there is good reason to fear that diplo- 
matiqgtradition may be reasserting its influence. 
There is need for reticence on the Chinese situa- 
tion, ‘but we tfust it will not be carried too far. 
Our representatives, if they would keep out of the 
mischief wrought at Paris behind closed doors, 
should keep their best weapon at hand and never 
fear to use it. 3 

No durable results can be won at Washington 
unless the public opinion of America and the 
world is summoned to the support of open rela- 
tions and just demands, It is therefore essential 
to the success of the objects for which Mr. Harding 
called the conference that publicity should attend 
the genera] course of the negotiations, illuminating 
the proposals and intents of the respective nego- 
tiators and crystallizing opinion for the support 
of any practical application of those principles 
which statesmen sometimes honor with phrases 
and ignore in acts. 

The American delegates éspecially should make 
use of publicity, not only because American policy 
should at all times rest upon American opinion, 
but also because American purposes can only gain 
by disclosure to the world. America is sincerely 
seeking a peace based on fair and open dealing. It 
has no ulterior purpose and therefore should take 
to the open air whenever a crigis arrives. If we 
follow this course we shall obtain whatever benefi- 
cent results may be hoped for from the confer- 
ence from the point of view of peace. If none is 
reached, we shall know where we stand. That at 
least the conference should obtain for us.

clals are protesting the plan for a rural police 
ofganization in Cook county to make the roads 
unsafe for bandits, thugs, and automobile thieves. 
They have protested to the Circult court judges 
considering the move for protection of life and 
property outside the cities on the ground that a 
police organization such as planned might be used 


It would appear to the ordinary observer that. 
here is where Mr. Nockels ceases to be a repre- 
sentative of union labor and becomes an individual 
who obtains his livelihood from the pay of union 
men. The suggested county police organization 
ig designed to defend the lives and property of 
union members as well as persons who do iiot 
belong to unions. There are a great many union 
men in Cook county who own automobiles and 
drive them on the now comparatively unprotectcd 
county roads. These men want protection from 


it as their employers. When union leaders oppose 


the interests of men who help pay their salaries. 

The county police system is designed, just as the 
city police system, to suppress crime, to arrest 
erfminals, and to defend the lives and property of 
law abiding citizens. It will have no epecia! righ:s 
to abuse or mistreat union men any more than 
city police have such rights. It can act only 
against law breakers. Union men asa class are 
as law abiding as any others. They are more iaw 
abiding than some. While they maintain such 
standards they need have no fear of a county poiice 
force. It will be diregted, not against union sehen, 
but against crime. 

The two ate not synonymous. The only hint of 
a possible mutual interest between the two is 
contained in the effort of salaried union officials 
to prevent the establishment of law enforcement 
officers on our comparatively unprotected rural 
highways. That hint, we believe, is an insult to 
law abiding union citizens. It tends to align 
them improperly with persons who fear the law! 
because they wish to break it. That is not as it 
should be.

It is now at a high price despite the fact that 
the supply is calculated as sufficient for 7,000 years. 
Operators and distributors blame this high price 
upon. high freight rates and high wages. Con- 
sumers blame it also upon high profits, especially 
in the domestic market. The main point is that 
the price handicaps all industry and prosperity. 

If it cannot be brought down by reducing profits, 
it must be brought down by reducing costs. /Trans- 
portation costs can be reduced by the interstate 
comnferce commission, before which an application 
for such a reduction is pending, and by local de- 
livery systems. Production cost can be brought 
down at expiration of present wage agreements 
by reducing miners’ wages and installing improved 
machinery. This can be done if half the ‘mines 
in the country, operating with disproportionately 
high overhead, are closed, and the better, more 
economjcally operated mines are worked more 
nearly to capacity. It will require giving the effi- 
cient miners perhaps 300 days’ work a year instead 
of 150 or 200, and paying them a wage which will 
mean a decent livelihood if earned for 300 days. 
Excess of labor or inefficient miners must be forced 
into other lines for the common welfare. They

CARLET FEVER is @r from being 
the worst disease we know of. In 
the southern states it is rather a 
trifling. disorder and is not con- 
sidered one of the health officers’ seri- 
ous problems.” In the colder sections 
it is more severe and even worries health 
departments. 
At that, it is not a>trifiing disorder, 
since it destroys a fair number of chil- 
dren, and leaves a train of heart disease, 
Bright's disease, and chronic ear troubles 
among thoge who escape with their lives. 
The disease is most widespread ‘in the 
late winter and early %spring months. 
It willl become increasingly prevalent 
week by week between now and that 
It rarely affects babies at the breast. 
The age period of greatest prevalence 
is the fifth year. Forty-five per cent. 
of the cases occur in children of 5; 
40 per cent in children 6 to 10; 11 per 
cent in children 10 to 15, and only 4 per 
cent in persons of all other ages. 
The fatality rate'is highest in babies 


with scarlet fever. Ng second year of 
life ranks secend, - chance of death 
in a case of scarlet fever decreases as 
the age increases, except that adults 
having scarlet fever suffer severely. 
Few adults are suseeptible to it, even 
though they have never had scarlet 
fever.

The cause is not known. 
The period of inoubation is three or 
four days, 
The infection starts fn the throat and 
sore throat is always an outstanding 
feature of the disease picture. t 
The eruption starts the first day of the 
disease on the neck arf chest. The skin 
region around the mouth is rarely in- 
volved. A red, rashy face, accompanied 
by a white mouth, ts always suggestive 
of scarlet fever. 
The quarantine period is generally four 
or five weeks, but the sick child should 
not be released from quarantine at the 
end of four or five weeks if the neck 
glands are Still swollen or the ears are 
discharging, or the nose running, or the 
tonsils enlarged, and the throat sore. 
Children with thése conditione present 
can spread ‘Scarlet fever, éven though 
five or even ten weeks have elapsed since 
the onset of the disease. 
Children sick with scarlet fever should 
have good pursing. and medical service. 
The nose, throat, and ears must be 
kept clean; the kidneys and heart must 
be watched, 


In recent years “the plan of treating 
cases of scarlet fever is by injecting blood 
serum, taken. from anda healthy 
children convalesci from scarlet fever. 
From two to ounces: of blood 
serum are inject dsep into the mus- 
cles. - The injection should be de in 
the first days of the disease, if is to 
give any benefit. As @ rule the fever 
begins to drop two hours after the in- 
jection and the temperature reaches nor- 
mal In about twenty-four hours.

A COURSE OF PROCEDURE ON 
COAL. 

Chicago, Nov. 22.—W. L. Ballou claims 
the high cost of coal can only be low- 
ered by reducing the wages of the miners 
and the freight rates. What on the 
facts? 

Mr. Ballou has been frank mm stating 
figures, and using them we find that the 
railroads receive $2.23 per ton from 
gouthern Illinois to Chicago, a distance 
of over 300 miles. He then allows the 
retailer a margin of 97 cents per ton, 


‘plus a délivery charge of $1.20, or a 


total of $2.17, which is the same amount 
received by the railroads after deduct- 
ing the war tax, and yet Mr. Ballou 
claims the freight rates are high. 

He states comparatively few retailers 


' maintain their own delivery equipment, 


which results in the high delivery rate 
He may be right on the question of 
maintaining equipment, but maintaining 
equipment and owning equipment are 
two different facts, and from what I 
have seen there are few retailers who 
do not deliver their own coal, which 
means they reap the benefit of the ex- 
tra $1.20. That delivery charge of $1.20 
applies to one living within a block of 
a coal yard as well as one living a 
mile away, whereas the railroads charges 
for the actual distance the coal moves. 
The $2.23 quoted by Mr. Ballou is the 
highest rate within the state, but he 
says nothing about the fact there are 
a large number of mines shipping to 
Chicago on which the freight charges 
are less than §2.23, but of course the 
consumer should know nothing about 
that. 

Mr. Ballou should endeavor to reduce 
the delivery. charges below the freight 
rates, and after he accomplishes that 
feat, he should then turn his attention 
to wages paid the miners and the so- 
called high freight rates.

A MANUFACTURER’S VIEW OF 
COAL PRICES.

Chicago, Nov. 19.—If the railroads are 
really going bankrupt it isn’t because of 
the enormous wages they pay their 
freight handlers. The daily pay of a 
freight handler at present is exactly 40 
per cent more than it was in 1917, $2.30 
then, $3.92 now. During May, June, 
July, and August, 1920, he drew the fabu- 
lous sum of $6.05 for tem hours’ work. 
Just four months, that’s how long he en- 
joyed the much talked of pay increase! 
The railroads are after another wage 
cut now. They can cut my wages to- 
morrow to the’ 1917 scale with no objec- 
tion from me, provided 1917 prices are 
restored. What's the use of experts tell- 
ing me living costs have declined umpty 
ump per cent when I*xnow from every 
day experience that they haven't. Shoe 
repairing needs a 66 2-3 per cent slash to 
reach the 1917 level, so do canvas gloves, 
cotton socks, overalls, winter caps, to- 
bacco, just to mention a few things.

MAKING HAMS WITH TASTY 


LOG CABIN FLAVOR. 

Bacon, hams, and shoulders that 
come from hogs killed before Christ- 
mas must be carefully cured or they’ 
_are likely to spoil. Meat does not keep 
well when the weather is changeable, 
, but there are several méthods of pre- 
_gerving meat so that it can be safely 
i kept. 


Hog belt farmers usually cure their 


meat by the dry salt method. To get 
a sweet tasty flavor to the meat use. 
'eight pounds of common barrel salt, 
three pounds of brown sugar, and two 
ounces of salt peter to every hundred 
pounds of meat. Omit the sugar if the 
plain galt cure is desired. 

The surface of every piece of meat 
must be covered to insure keeping. 
Take each plece separately and rub 
the material on carefully instead of 
piling up several layers of meat and 
allowing it to sift down between the 
pieces. Pack the meat in a barrel to 
cure. Allow about three weeks for 
curing. It will take about this long 
for the average sized hams and shouw}- 
ders. 


That old log cabin flavor is added by 
hanging the meat up on rafters in thé 


-| smoke house and smoking it for a day 


or a day and a half. This gives the 
‘meat a rich color as well as adding 
much to its flavor. Cobs or green 
hickory make the best fuel for smok- 
ing meat. Never use pine or other 
soft woods. Smoking decreases the 
danger of insect attacks in warm 
weather. If smoking and curing ig

Green Split Pea ‘Soup. 


It is far easier to cook the green 
split pea and get a soft, velvety vege- 
table or puree which can be extended 
with milk for a delicious soup than it 
is to cook the yellow split pea. 

It is not necessary to soak green 
split peas. Take one cup of peas and 
pick over carefully. These peas when 
worth buying have but little dirt in 
them. Fine, clean ones are purchas- 
able as low as 8 cents a pound, but 
in some places twice that is charged, 
and for faded old crop held over. 

Wash in several waters, put in small 
kettle with four cups of cold water, 
add one onion sliced, one carrot 
scraped and sliced, and some celery 
leaves. Bring slowly to a boil, and 
when at boiling point lower fire and 
let the peas cook in a tightly closed 
kettle until tender, or for about three 
hours. Fresh opes pill cook in two. 
Add a teaspoon or a little more or salt
